REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant argues that Cole (US Patent 6008449) does not teach pads located on the same side of each solar cell. However, the 
Examiner respectfullv disagrees. The pads are the locations of attaching/bonding the metal foil to the solar cells for connecting a 
pluralitv solar cells in a series string. Cole teaches the a metal foil (e.g. Iaver48 as seen in Figure 5 which operate substantiallv 
the same fashion as shown in Figure 1. col. 9 lines 22-28). wherein the metal foil (e.g. 48) serves dual purposes, reflecting light 
and electrically coupling the solar cells for connecting the solar cells in a series string (see Figure 5. col. 7 line 66 through col. 8 
line 7). The metal foil (e.g. 48) is attached to solar cell by conductive contact 72 which is formed solder or other conductive 
material (see col. 7 line 66 through col. 8 line 7). Cole also teaches attaching the metal foil to the solar cell 22 on the substrate 
(e.g. 68), or on the same side of the solar cell 22. Therefore. Cole does teach the series string in electrical contact with pads (e.g. 
location of attaching/bonding metal foil 48 on the substrate 68) on the same side of each solar cell 22 (See Figure 5).
